Since writing to you I have been sent a copy of the amendment filed in the 
U.S. 'Patent Office on PM 1267CIP by Tom Secrest on January 4th last. 

This amendment adds to claims 1 and 31 the time and temperature 
limitations that already appear in claims 18 and 46. In the Australian 
application these conditions are absent from claim 1 but appear in claim 
9.
